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Residents lose batde to 
save ‘valued open space’ 


‘Saying it won’t impact neighbouring properties is just not true,’ says resident

CONTROVERSIAL plans to build 
new homes on a Harlow playing 
field have been approved - despite 
calls from residents to withdraw 
them. 

Planning permission was gran¬ 
ted by Harlow Council’s Devel¬ 
opment Management Committee 
on Thursday, August 22, to build 
16 homes on land south of 43 to 56 
Bushey Croft. 

Now six two-bedroom and ten 
three-bedroom homes will be 
built as quickly as possible for 
people on the Harlow housing 
needs register. 

While the open space, which 
backs on to a former garage site, 
is not designated recreational 
land, residents say it is used on a 
daily basis by adults and children 


alike and has been for the last 50 
years. 

The meeting heard from 
Rushes Mead resident Eleanor 
Scotchbrook, who moved to the 
area two years ago and lives with 
her partner and baby daughter. 

She said: “The fact that it was 
by this lovely open space was a 
major selling point for us. 

Concerns 

“If we had any inkling that this 
plot was under consideration we 
wouldn’t have bought that prop¬ 
erty. Unfortunately it didn’t show 
up on our searches at the time. 

“The officer saying it won’t 
impact neighbouring properties 
is just not true.” 

She continued to express con¬ 
cerns of additional noise and that 
any privacy the family have will 
be “completely lost” with three 


gardens from the development 
backing directly onto her back 
fence. 

“There will be direct views into 
our little girl’s bedroom, into our 
living front and back,” she said. 

“We will be overlooked in a way 
that we are not at the moment. 

“It will be bulldozing over a 
really valued open space for our 
local residents. 

“Every day there are kids play¬ 
ing on that field, families walking 
their dogs, flying their kites, set¬ 
ting up their goal posts, playing 
run outs. Every time I look out my 
window there are people using 
that field. 

“To say it’s only occasionally 
used for recreational purposes is 
completely untrue.” 

Eleanor added that to suggest 
Barn Mead as an alternative play¬ 
ing field is inappropriate, partic¬ 


ularly due to school associated 
traffic and a proposed bus way. 

She added: “I don’t believe that 
the site is identified in the Local 
Plan - what is the point of having 
a Local Plan if you’re going to 
spend time and tax payer’s money 
investing in other sites that you 
have not highlighted as prior¬ 
ity?” 

Members of the Harlow Alli¬ 
ance Party were outside the Civic 
Offices expressing their opposi¬ 
tion to the proposals, prior to its 
leader Nich Taylor speaking at 
the meeting. 

His speech made calls to protect 
wildlife and open spaces as sub¬ 
mitted in the Local Plan, as well as 
claims that the frequency of grass 
cutting in the area has decreased 
so it appears unused and cannot 
be used for the likes of football. 

“HAP and residents would 


remind members that they are 
representatives of the local com¬ 
munity and must take account of 
the views expressed by the latter 
that this play area should not be 
built on,” he said. 

“The reason it is there is just as 
valid today as it was 50 years ago. 
We believe most strongly that 
members should withdraw this 
application. 

Civic Society 

“We want to see you withdraw 
this application and give an 
undertaking that in the future 
this place will remain for chil¬ 
dren’s play for the foreseeable 
future.” 

The final speaker opposing pro¬ 
posals was John Curry of Harlow 
Civic Society. 

He said the society was sur¬ 
prised by the council’s plans to “to 


build on a beautiful green 
space”. 

“It’s not a green wedge, it’s not 
green finger, it’s called internal 
green space but that doesn’t mean 
to say it’s not used and enjoyed by 
the local people,” he said. 

He said while Harlow Civic 
Society understands the need for 
more housing, they say it does not 
fill them “with a great deal of 
confidence for the future” and 
that while Brown Field sites may 
be more challenging design wise - 
they must be “tackled first”. 

“We have already had in the 
past green wedges built on which 
should not have been built on and 
now we’re moving into our 
internal green space, ” said Mr 
Curry. 

“You’re closing the space 
between Bushey Croft and Rushes

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Big-hearted walker raises more 
money for charity foundation 

Ex-solicitor with brain haemorrhage had to relearn both walking and talking

A FORMER solicitor from Harlow who 
had to learn to both walk and talk 
again after suffering a brain haem¬ 
orrhage 11 years ago completed a char¬ 
ity walk for the second time. 

Following months of training, David 
Chennells, 37, doubled the distance 
from last year in his walk starting at 
The Water Gardens on Saturday, 
August 11, for the Brain and Spine 
Foundation. 

More than a decade ago the newly 
qualified solicitor sustained a bleed on 
his brain, causing him to black out in 
the middle of the road during his cycle 
to work. 

The bleed was a result of an arteri¬ 
ovenous malformation, or AVM, and 
occurs due to a tangle of abnormal and 
poorly formed blood vessels which 
have a higher rate of bleeding than 
normal vessels. 

David, who was 26 at the time, said: 
“Bleeding covered 80 per cent of my 
brain and the doctor told my family it 
was unlikely that 1 would survive. 

“1 received life-saving treatment 
from a brain surgeon at Queen’s Hos¬ 
pital in Romford which took almost 
ten hours. 

“1 was put in an induced coma for 
two weeks while my friends and fam¬ 
ily waited anxiously for news.” 

After ten hours of brain surgery, a 
coma, months in hospital and years of 
rehabilitation David has been determ¬ 
ined to rebuild his life - learning to 
walk, talk, read and write all over 
again. 

His determination means he is now 
able to walk using an electric stim¬ 
ulator, which works by sending an 
electric shock to his leg muscle so that 
his right leg and foot can move. 

He also attends regular physiother¬ 
apy sessions at Mike Varney Physio¬ 
therapy in Harlow to help maintain 
his mobility, strength and fitness. 


In 2017, on the tenth anniversary 
since his AVM, David walked a mile 
around Harlow town centre with his 
family, friends and members of the 
community. 

The walk this year was made extra 
special as David was able to go double 
the distance, completing two laps of 
the route that went through Harlow’s 
Water Gardens, through the town 
centre. The Harvey Centre and back 
round. 

David has raised almost £15,000 so 
far this year for the Brain and Spine 
Foundation, which supports people 
affected in similar ways to him. 

He said he found its help “invalu¬ 
able” during his road to recovery and 
continues to support its work. 

There are a number of people that 
David would like to thank for making 
his walk possible, including the team 
at Harlow Leisurezone who have 
worked with him for the past six 
years. 

Strength 

They said: “With the use of one-to- 
one sessions to gain strength and reg¬ 
ular use of the gym, David has come 
along in leaps and bounds to increase 
his mobility and endurance through 
sheer hard work and determination.” 

David hopes that his sponsored 
walk can become an annual event and 
he is set to continue playing an active 
role within the community. 

He shares his wealth of knowledge 
and skills as a solicitor by volun¬ 
teering at The Citizens Advice Bureau 
(CAB). 

The team at CAB Harlow said: 
“David is a highly regarded volunteer 
to Citizens Advice Harlow where he 
continues to dedicate his time to our 
law clinic. 

“David is passionate in legal advice 
and the legal remedies available to the 
residents of Harlow.” 

David continued: “With determin¬ 
ation and positivity 1 have defied doc¬ 


tors’ expectations. 

“1 learned to walk again and am 
committed to living a full life, taking 
an active role in the community, as 
well as challenging myself to do 
more. 


“1 remain optimistic and 1 believe 
that my story will inspire others in a 
similar position not to give up but to be 
the best they can be.”

Similarly in English, maths and science, 
51 per cent of students received grade 9 - an 
achievement only reached by 0.2 per cent of 
students nationally. 

Top scores of grades 9 to 7 were achieved 
by 16 per cent of students in English lan¬ 
guage, 23 per cent in English literature, 25 
per cent in maths, 24 per cent in biology, 16 
per cent in chemistry and 14 per cent in 
physics. 

The results show that daily revision 
clubs, Saturday school, as well as students 
studying in their spare time is all worth¬ 
while. 

High achievers included Eve Short, 16, 
from Harlow, who received six grade 9s, 
including in English language, maths and 
all three sciences. The rest of her results 
were grade 8s. 

She is going to Herts and Essex High 
School to study A-level psychology, biology 
and English literature. 

Eve said: “I was not expecting that. I am 
happy; I did not expect to get 9s. I can’t 
believe it. One 9 would have been good! 

“I have come to all of the after-school 
clubs for revision.” 

Katy Thomas, 16, from Harlow, got grade 
9s in all subjects and also said it was

unexpected. 

She said: “I was not expecting 
grade 9s at all. I was hoping for a 9 
in maths, but was expecting a 7 or 
8 . 

“It has been a bit of both my 
effort and the school’s which has 
got me these results. I revised a 
lot. 

“I feel amazing; this is so 
good.” 

Katy will now go on to study 
maths, chemistry and biology at 
Bishop’s Stortford High School. 

Also off to Bishop’s Stortford 
High School is 16-year-old Owen 
Stringer, 16, from Harlow, who 
achieved either a grade 9 or 8 in 
all subjects. 

He will now study drama, bio-

Mead. It will be a continuous 
development and there will be no 
space for recreation or any other 
activity.” 

He added that the Gibberd Prin¬ 
ciple, as create by town planner 
Frederick Gibberd who favoured 
open spaces, is under threat. 

A late objection was said to 
have been submitted by William 
Martin C of E Junior School - 
despite the council’s regeneration 
team saying they had contacted 
the school by email and telephone 
in March 2018, followed by a con¬ 
sultation letter. 

However, the objection failed to 
alter the recommendation with 
the regeneration team welcoming 
discussion that some of the 41 
parking spaces can be allocated to 
the school during drop off and 
collection times.

“There has to be a time when we 
have to stop building, we can’t fill 
every green space in Harlow with 


houses whether they’re needed or 
not. We still need green areas for 
our children to grow up on.” 

With there being no grounds to 
refuse the application and it 
unlikely to be withdrawn, he said 
“over the next few years this is 
going to happen again and 
again”. 

Need 

The need for housing out¬ 
weighed oppositions, with 
Councillor Maggie Hulcoop say¬ 
ing the council was committed 
to creating housing for the res¬ 
idents of the future, and although 
Councillor Jean Clark said 
she was “torn,” she said there is a 


demand for housing. 

The proposals were carried 
unanimously. 

Work times were renegotiated 
to take place between the hours of 
7.30am and 6.30pm. 

The meeting also saw plans for 
three new homes on a former 
garage block site in The Readings 
approved. 

The development will provide 
two semi-detached wheelchair 
accessible bungalows and one 
new terraced house. 

Five standard car park spaces 
and two disabled car parking 
spaces will be provided and will 
also include a new landscaping 
area.

I READ with interest Steve 
Budd’s blaming of the 
Labour Party for police cuts.

Importance of a 
funeral study 

A NATIONAL study, which is 
a world first, is aiming to 
find out whether it’s possible 
to measure the importance 
of a funeral in the grieving 
process, and anyone who 
has organised or attended a 
funeral at any time is being 
urged to participate. 

The research is being 
carried out by independent 
Yorkshire-based funeral 
director Lull Circle Lunerals, 
with support from an 
advisory committee 
including academics from 
Leeds Beckett University and 


representatives from The 
Institute of Cemetery & 
Crematorium Management, 
The Good Luneral Guide and 
The National Society of 
Allied and Independent 
Luneral Directors (SAIL). 

The study is open to 
anyone over the age of 18, 
from all ethnic, cultural and 
religious or non-religious 
backgrounds, who have 
arranged or attended the 
funeral of a close relative or 
friend in the UK. Participants 
are required to take part in 
an interview over the phone, 
or in person, which will take 
approximately one hour. A 
funeral is a major event and 
it is vital that people get the 
best possible support at such 
a difficult time. 

“Although evidence-based 
practice is used in many 
other industries such as 
healthcare and education, 
it’s practically non-existent 
in the funeral industry. And 
hopefully this study will help 
to change this.” 

Sarah is a working funeral 
director. She is seeking to 
explore if it’s possible to use 
medical wellbeing measures 
to test whether poor funerals 
have long-term impacts on 
mental health.

IN today’s society, the 
internet is almost 
ubiquitous, and is used for 
many more hours by young 
people than by other sectors 
of society. 

Inevitably, this has some 
negative consequences, as 
well as some positive ones, 
including the prevalence of 
online gaming, frequently 
targeted at teenagers by 
some of the more 
unscrupulous websites. 

A recent report from the 
Gambling Commission has 
shown that there are 25,000 
children in this country 
between the ages of 11 - 16 
who are considered 
“problem gamblers”, many 
of whom have gained access 
via the internet. 

Despite this, most young 
gamblers were more likely to 
have become addicted via 
more traditional routes such 
as fruit machines or the 
National Lottery. 

This is a complex problem, 
and it is certainly true that if 
young people become 
addicted to gambling, they 
are more likely to grow up 


with the same issue. 
Gambling addiction is, like 
other addictions a mental 
illness. 

Despite much rhetoric to 
the contrary, this 
government continues to 
appallingly neglect mental 
health resources in this 
country, for adolescents as 
much as for adults. 

While the Liberal 
Democrats support sensible 
gambling regulations for 
both online and non-online 
gambling, once someone has 
a gambling addiction or 
problem, they are in need of 
mental health treatment. 

In Bishop’s Stortford we 
remain in the scandalous 
situation where the nearest 
inpatient mental health 
facility is as far away as 
Stevenage, while nationally, 
young people are waiting as 
long as 18 months for 
treatment. 

If we want to prevent 
burgeoning mental health 
issues blighting young 
people’s lives and proving at 
great cost to themselves and 
the country, we desperately

need to start funding mental 
health services at higher 
levels, and do what the 
Conservative government 
say they will do, for once 
taking action rather than 
spealdng empty words. 


IN my opinion, young 
people having access to 
online gambling is a really 
bad thing.

does), there are clearly 
negative implications. 

As the potential of gaming 
technology grows so do the 
dangers associated with it. 

People spend a great deal 
of time online and in some 
cases game designers take 
advantage of their naivety. 

In recent years we have 
seen an increase in games 
which are linked to the 
internet, and are therefore 


subject to potential 
predators, and also games 
which have in game 
purchases. 

It is possible in popular 
games like Fortnite for 
example to amount a serious 
real-world bill from an 
apparently virtual spending 
spree (this was never an 
issue in Sonic the 
Hedgehog). 

Sadly the growth of 


internet technology has 
happened so quicldy that 
in many ways it is 
unregulated. 

It is vital that governments 
recognise this and work with 
parents and schools to tackle 
the potential risks. 

Some of this is 
being done already but we 
can do more to protect our 
young people in an ever 
complex gaming market.

CATHERINE Gilbert Murdock, US 
author of the bestselling Dairy 
Queen trilogy, recommends years 
working as a struggling screen¬ 
writer to master the art of 
storytelling.

THE HAPPYTIME MURDERS ★★★★★ 

In 2003, Tony Award-winning musical Avenue 
Q imagined an alternate reality in which 
humans and puppets co-exist and two hand- 
operated felt characters engage in vigorous on¬ 
stage coitus while a tenant of the building sings 
You Can Be As Loud As The Hell You Want 
When You’re Makin’ Love. 

The Happytime Murders arrives woefully late 
to the same raucous, expletive-laden party 
without the uproarious laughter. 

Directed by Brian Henson, whose father 
created The Muppets, this filthy-minded 
whodunnit dangles loosely on a couple of 
outlandish sex scenes and a homage to Basic 
Instinct that ultimately serves a narrative 
purpose. At one of the film’s initial crime 
scenes, a private investigator casts a beady eye 
over a ransom note and is drawn to a curlicued

capital letter that appears to have been snipped 
from the pages of an adult magazine. 

“This mystery was brought to you by the 
letter P,” he growls in a forlorn attempt to prick 
our nostalgia for Sesame Street. 

The gumshoe is correct: Henson’s film is 
puerile, pitiful, potty-mouthed, predictable, 
preposterous and politically incorrect to the 
point of tedium. Phil Philips (voiced by Bill 
Barretta) is a disgraced former cop in present- 
day Los Angeles who accepts cases on behalf of 
fellow puppets, who are treated as second-class 
citizens because they are felt rather than flesh 
and bone. 

“It ain’t a crime to be warm and fuzzy. It 
might as well be,” laments Phil in voiceover. 

When his older brother Larry (Victor Yerrid), 
who starred in the popular 1980s TV show The 
Happytime Gang, is targeted by a psychopath, 
Phil reunites with his former partner Detective 
Connie Edwards (Melissa McCarthy) from the 
LAPD’s robbery-homicide division to crack the 
case. 

“Nobody turns my brother into a dog toy and 
gets away with it!” rages Phil. 

His old flame Jenny (Elizabeth Banks) is in 
the killer’s sights along with co-stars Cooler 
(Drew Massey), Lyle (Kevin Clash) and the 
twins Cara (Colleen Smith) and Ezra (Ted 
Michael). 

Phil’s adoring secretary Bubbles (Maya 
Rudolph) supports her boss as he clashes with 
Lieutenant Banning (Leslie David Baker) and 
snarky EBI agent Campbell (Joel McHale). 

Contrary to the title. The Happytime Murders 
inspires little joy. There is fleeting amusement 
to be milked from the orgasmic on-screen 
coupling of an octopus and a cow and it’s 
difficult to stifle a snigger when Phil ‘takes a 
meeting’ with a pretty client (Dorien Davies) 
and covers the walls of his office in glistening 
trails of white silly string to cries of mutual 
pleasure. However, scriptwriter Todd Berger 
repeatedly shoots blanks when McCarthy’s cop 
trades barbs with her handmade co-stars, and 
the copious drug-taking - puppets get high on 
sugar - is a downer. The human cast sift 
through the wreckage in search of decent one- 
liners but unearth nothing. 


A tale of modern loss 


SEARCHING iririririr 


A father’s quest to track 
down his missing 
daughter unfolds in 
overlapping windows 
on a desktop 

computer screen in writer- 
director Aneesh Chaganty’s 
smartly executed thriller. 

Tapping into timely 
concerns about cyberbullying 
and social media peer 
pressure. Searching employs 
the same stylistic conceit as 
2014 supernatural horror 
Unfriended and its sequel to 
test the bond between a parent 
and child in a 24-hour digital 
age where appearances can be 
dangerously deceptive. 

Chaganty’s script, co-written 
by Sev Ohanian, invites us to 
piece together evidence by 
following the distraught 
paterfamilias’ cursor as he 
clicks on video flies, initiates a 
video-conference call or makes 
several wrong guesses at his 
daughter’s passwords. 

Every second could mean 
the difference between the 
closing shot of a funeral or a 
tear-filled reunion and the film 
ratchets up suspense by drip- 
feeding us information that 
points to the teenager’s fate or 
muddies the narrative waters. 

Searching loses a little of its 
focus in a messy final act, 
which incorporates GPS 


tracking and TV news 
coverage, but by this point in 
the serpentine story, we are 
fully invested in the fractured 
central relationship and its 
resolution. 

Chaganty tightly anchors our 
sympathy to father David Kim 
(John Cho) in a heartbreaking 
opening 10 minutes of home 
video footage and 
photographs, which chart his 
marriage to wife Pamela (Sara 
Sohn) and the birth of their 


daughter Margot (Michelle La). 

Pamela’s diagnosis with 
cancer galvanises the family 
and the Kims rally with beatiflc 
smiles as the mother goes into 
remission. Alas, a second hard- 
fought battle ends in defeat 
and David struggles to 
articulate his grief to Margot, a 
gifted pianist whose filmed 
recitals provide a fleeting 
musical soundtrack to 
accompany the tapping of keys 
or clicks of a mouse. 


Late one night, while he is 
asleep, David misses two 
telephone calls and a video call 
request from his daughter. 

The next morning, Margot is 
missing and David’s concern 
festers into terror. 

He contacts the police and 
Detective Rosemary Vick 
(Debra Messing) is assigned to 
the case. A trawl through 
Eacebook and other websites 
reveals that the father doesn’t 
know his little girl very well. 

“It’s time to start considering 
the possibility that she ran 
away,” suggests Vick. 

The case gains media 
attention and everyone with a 
smart device contributes to the 
debate using competing 
hashtags #EindMargot and 
#DadDidIt. 

Searching refracts a deeply 
human story of loss and 
healing through the prism of 
21st-century technology. 

Cho is on screen for dmost 
the entire 102 minutes, cleverly 
creating the illusion of a multi¬ 
layered investigation unfolding 
in real-time. 

Chaganty and co-writer 
Ohanian hardwire the plot 
with satisfying twists although 
they tip the wink too early to 
one potentially lucrative line of 
inquiry. 

We derive considerable 
thrills and pleasure from the 
characters’ pain.

H ome for Texan 

country star SaraBeth 
might be 5,000 miles 
away on the other side 
of the Atlantic, but 
Essex holds a special place in 
her heart. 

So when the itinerary for the 
SaraBeth Trio’s forthcoming 
autumn tour was being put 
together, there was only one 
place it was going to reach its 
climax - Culpeppers in 
Gardiners Lane South, 

Basildon. 

“Culpeppers is the first place 
we ever played in the UK,” 
explained the Dallas-born 
singer-songwriter. “We love 
ending our tours there because 
it’s like our home away from 
home. 

“I consider the owners our 
UK family. Overall it’s such an 
intimate show. 

“Even though we’re standing 
on stage, we feel like we’re just 
hanging out in our friends’ 
living room. You just have to 
come to understand what I 
mean!” 

A rising star of the country 
scene, SaraBeth loved singing 
as a youngster but even in her 
teens the thought of being a 
professional musician heading 
off on a transatlantic tour 
seemed way off the mark. 

Back then she harboured 
dreams of being a successful 
businesswoman and majored 
in entrepreneurship at 
university. 

“Eunny enough, being an 
independent artist is more 
business sometimes than 


music,” she explained, “so I’ve 
ended up keeping both dreams 
alive... just not in the way I 
originally thought. 

“Eor me, when I would think 
about what I wanted to do, I 
was never the business suit, 
cubicle/corner office type. 

“I always sang and loved 
music, but it’s easy to let your 
own doubts and fears and the 
negative words of others keep 
you from pursuing what you 
love. 

“After I graduated from 
university, I went to teach 
music in the Dominican 
Republic. 

“I came back and knew that 
music was what I was 
supposed to be doing. When I 
got back to Texas after those 
three months of teaching, I 
began my plan to move to 
Nashville.” 

And she admitted: “I know 
that I made the right decision 
without a doubt.” 

It was a bold move to take 
such a drastic change in career 
paths but her parents gave her 
all the support she could ask 
for. 

“My entire family always 
encouraged us to dream and to 
follow that dream,” she 
explained. “My brother got 
drafted to play professional 
baseball out of college. That 
had always been his dream, so 
when it happened for him, I 
knew it could happen for me. 

“Granted, it takes a lot of 
work to be both a professional 
athlete or an artist. Eor me 
music is a 24/7/365 job. Now 


it’s my peers that inspire me. I 
try to surround myself with 
strong women in the industry. 

“They all do so much in both 
their professional and personal 
lives. The strength they have 
through good times and bad is 
incredibly inspiring.” 

That her first album, released 
in 2013, was titled Anything is 
Possible, gives an insight into 
that journey. 

“My iPod is a hotchpotch of 
every genre, music for every 
mood,” she explained. 

“Country music is what I raised 
on. The fact that it’s real stories 
and real musicians on the 
tracks and live shows is moving 
to me. Country music talks 
about real life.... the good, the 
bad, the ugly!” 

It’s not just fans and critics 
who have taken to SaraBeth’s 
music - she’s worked with a 
host of big names in Nashville. 

“Oh gosh, it’s so crazy,” she 
admitted. “I never thought I 
would be in Nashville, let alone 
work with these amazingly 
talented people. 

“We’re currently working 
with Paul Worley, who 
produced the Dixie Chicks, 
Lady Antebellum, Martina 
McBride, The Band Perry, Sara 
Evans, Big and Rich, and I still 
can’t believe he heard us sing 
and wanted us to work with us. 

“Whoever it is that I’m 
working with, I try to learn all 
that I can from them. The 
biggest piece of advice I could 
ever give anyone, is soak in all 
the knowledge that you can 
from the people you work with 


You’ll never know it all! Keep 
growing and keep learning.” 

Her next album is in the 
pipeline and it’s something 
special according to SaraBeth.

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F or Pink Floyd's Nick 

Mason, things are going to 
be a little different when he 
ventures back on the road. 
There will not be any 
women in hotpants "taking 
advantage” of the world-famous 
drummer, for one thing. 

Nick, 74, is preparing for his first 
musical tour in more than 20 years, 
and we are talking about whether 
the industry must face up to 
problems of sexual harassment, in 
the way that the movie world has. 

"Maybe I'm naive, but 1 don't 
think the music industry has the 
same issues, to the same extent,” 
Nick says. 

"There is maybe less opportunity 
to exploit people and for music 
moguls to take advantage.” 

The last time Nick went on tour 
was in 1994, as part of Pink Floyd, 
who, as well as their hits, were 
known for staging extraordinary 
and spectacular live shows. 

Now the drummer and racing car 
enthusiast is preparing to tour his 
new supergroup and he is 
"practising staying up very late'! 

Nick Mason's Saucerful Of 
Secrets also features Spandau 
Ballet's Gary Kemp, Pink Floyd 
touring bassist Guy Pratt, The 
Blockheads guitarist Lee Harris and 
composer Dom Beken. 

The band will play the songs Pink 
Floyd created before everything 
changed in 1973 with The Dark 
Side Of The Moon, the 
groundbreaking masterpiece which 
catapulted the British group to 
fame. Nick says there is a big 
advantage in selecting tracks from 
the band's lesser known oeuvre. 

"The great thing about playing 
early Pink Floyd material is it's not 
really treading on anyone else's 
toes,” Nick says. 

"We don't have to be a tribute 
band. Australian Pink Floyd and 
Brit Floyd (the tribute bands) are 


out there all doing Comfortably 
Numb and Dark Side Of The Moon. 

"This is uncharted territory. We 
don't have to play the songs 
exactly. We can reinterpret them 
and so the playing becomes fresher. 
There's room for improvisation.” 

Nick Mason's Saucerful Of 
Secrets is inspired by Pink Floyd's 
early history, when the group were 
at the forefront of Britain's 
psychedelic era and led by Syd 
Barrett, who died in 2006. 

They will play tracks, on six UK 
dates as well as gigs in Europe, 
from The Piper At The Gates Of 
Dawn, which was Pink Floyd's 1967 
debut studio album, and the 1968 
release A Saucerful Of Secrets. 

"In a way, the songs are much 
freer. They are skeletons for you to 
be able to put musical ideas on top 
of,” Nick says. "There's a lot more 
freedom than if you're playing 
Comfortably Numb. And in some 
cases, some of those songs really 
have never been played. We never 
played them live as Pink Floyd...” 

As well as a co-founder of Pink 
Floyd, Nick was the only constant 
member of the band, performing 
on all of their albums, as well as 
their live shows. 

But he questions whether the 
experimental group, which gave 
the world hits such as Time, Us And 
Them and The Wall, would have 


succeeded if they were starting out 
now, although they "might have 
found a niche for ourselves'! 

"We wouldn't even have made 
the first rounds of the X Factor, not 
a chance,” he says of Pink Floyd. 

"The X Factor is brilliant for 
entertainment, but it's not a great 
stepping stone to a musical career.” 

Since his last tour, the music 
industry has undergone a dramatic 
transformation, led by the rise of 
streaming. Singers and bands are 
no longer able to rely on album 
sales to make money. 

"Bands are finding it tougher 
because record companies don't 
have the cash that they once had to 
take a chance,” Nick says. 

"1 admire young musicians 
because it's a much harder 
landscape to make a career in. 

"1 am aware of just how many 
bands were given a chance by the 
record company, many of them lost 
without trace. But the record 
company could afford to take 
bands on and give it a go. Now they 
operate in a different way. 

"You already have to have 
established yourself with a 
following and it's very hard to get 
your voice heard in such a noisy 
environment,” Nick says. 

Which brings us on to a question 
millions would like to hear Nick 
respond positively to - whether 


there is even just the tiniest 
possibility of a Pink Floyd reunion. 

The last time the classic line-up 
of David Gilmour, Rick Wright, 
Roger Waters and Nick performed 
together was on July 2, 2005, when 
the foursome reunited for a set at 
Live 8 in Hyde Park. They played 
together for the first time in almost 
25 years. Sadly, keyboard player 
Rick died three years later, aged 65. 

1 ask whether there is any 
prospect of Pink Floyd following in 
Abba's footsteps. The Dancing 
Queen quartet may not be touring, 
but they are recording new songs. 

"Do you mean, get two girls and 
do some dance moves?” Nick asks. 

Ruling that out, there is another 
problem - the tensions between 
Pink Floyd stars David and Roger 
show no sign of thawing. 

"David and Roger are not very 
keen to work together again,” Nick 
says. The pair are said to have been 
feuding for more than 30 years. 

However, the drummer knows 
that he is more optimistic than 
most, admitting: "1 have said that 
on my tombstone it will say, T'm 
not sure the band is really over yet!”

Recipes you'll fall for 
hook, line, and sinker 



T he way to get anyone, 
and particularly Idds, 
into fish, says Tom 
Kitchin, is to show them 
the whole cycle of eating 
it, from catching to plating. 

The chef, whose Scottish 
restaurant The Kitchin has one 
coveted Michelin star, goes 
fishing five or six times a year, 
"whether it’s sea fishing or trout 
or salmon fishing" - but it's 
mackerel fishing that he’s a real 
sucker for. 

"1 love to do that 
with the kids (he has 
four boys with wife 
Michaela), it’s great 
fun because quite 
often you catch 
something," says the 
Edinburgh-born 
restaurateur. "The 
one thing about 
fishing is, you have 
to have a bit of 
patience, and it’s not 
something that children have a 
lot of..." 

But if you do snag a few 
muscular, iridescent mackerel, 
silver-bellied and eyes bright, he 
says, follow the process all the 
way through with kids if you can, 
because "more often than not, 
that’s how you’ll get them to eat 
it. If they’ve caught it, they’ve 
gone through the gutting and the 
barbecuing, and then they taste 
it - that’s a very satisfying day,” 
he adds. 

This enthusiasm for fish - an 
enthusiasm Tom hopes to share 
- is the backbone of his latest 
cookbook, Tom Kitchin’s Eish & 
Shellfish. 

He calls the recipe collection 
"a real celebration" of seafood 
and "a real passion of mine’j that 
shows how seafood offers "such 


a quick way to cook, such a 
healthy way to eat’! 

The book is also underlined by 
a desire to help people quash 
their fish fears and "get away 
from (the belief that), 'Oh, I just 
like salmon, I just like haddock,” 
adds Tom, with a knowing touch 
of exasperation. 

Being based in Scotland 
though, the 41-year-old is well 
aware that he has incredible 
access to the joys of edible sea 
creatures not enjoyed by all. But 
he’s adamant it is possible to get 


your hands on decent seafood, 
no matter how landlocked you 
might be. 

"Eirst and foremost, you’ve got 
to build your relationship with a 
fishmonger," says Tom. 
"Eishmongers in general are 
great banter, proper old school, 
love a regular customer, and will 
go out of their way (to help). 

"So, if you find a recipe and say 
to yourself, 'I’d really like to try 
that, it’s got scallops or prawns or 
mackerel,’ then go and speak to 
your fishmonger because they 


will be able to source these 
ingredients for you. 

"I think (people) have really 
bad childhood memories, they 
think about fish with bones in it. 
It’s a bit like offal," muses Tom. 
"People think about liver and 
onion at school - 'I’m never 
having that again’ - but like most 
things, if it’s done properly, it’s 
really, really good." 

Cost, particularly if you don’t 
entirely rate your fish cookery 
skills, can also be a concern. 
After all, the trendiest fish of the 
moment, turbot ("The king of 
fish"), is stunningly pricey, 
especially if wild caught. But for 
Tom, the wonderful thing about 
fish is that there’s so much 
variety - in flavour, size and cost. 

"As long as it’s fresh, it’s good. 
So if you’re really pushing the 
boat out, you’re talking lobster, 
turbot, langoustines, scallops, 
but underneath that you’ve got 
some wonderful fish; hake, cod, 
haddock, mussels, plaice, (which 
are) great value for money. It can 
certainly be done on a budget 
- and just think of how good it is 
for you." 

As a child himself, Tom 
reckons he was "pretty 
adventurous" but wasn’t 
elegantly scoffing snails, or 
anything like that. 

"My kids are eating much 
better now than I was at their 
age," he says - and if his boys 
were faced with a snail? "They’ll 
try it, I don’t know if they’ll fully 
enjoy it, but they’ll try it," he 
offers with a laugh.

HALIBUT, RED PEPPER 


AND CHORIZO 


SERVES 4 




INGREDIENTS 

5 red peppers; olive oil; 150g 
fresh chorizo, casing removed 
and chopped; 1 onion, chopped 
1 garlic clove, chopped; 

1 bouguet garni; 150ml chicken 
stock, ideally homemade; 
small handful of basil leaves; 

4 halibut steaks, about 130g 
each, skinned; 20g butter; 16 
Padron peppers; sea salt and 
freshly cracked black pepper 

METHOD 

1. Prepare the red peppers. 
Preheat the oven to 200°C 
Fan/ 220°C /Gas Mark 7. Heat 
a large well-seasoned 
ovenproof saute or frying pan 
with a lid over a medium- 
high heat, add a splash of oil. 
When hot, add the peppers, 
season with salt and pepper 
and saute for two minutes on 
each side. Transfer the pan 
to the oven and roast the 
peppers, uncovered, for 10 
minutes. 

2. Put the peppers in a bowl, 
cover tightly with cling film 
and set aside for 10 minutes. 
Transfer the peppers into a 
sieve and rinse off the skins 
with cold running water. Cut 
in half and remove seeds and 


membranes, then slice into 
strips and set aside. 

3. Heat the wiped-out pan 
over a medium-high heat, 
then add a splash of oil. 
When hot, add the chorizo 
and saute for two minutes. 
Now add the onion, garlic 
and bouquet garni, cover the 
pan, lower the heat and 
sweat for two minutes. Add 
the red pepper strips and 
continue sweating for a 
further three minutes. 

4. Pour in the chicken stock, 
turn the heat to medium- 
high and leave to simmer 
uncovered, stirring 
frequently for 20 minutes, or 
until the peppers have a 
jam-like consistency. Stir in 
the basil and season with salt 


and pepper. Remove the 
bouquet garni, set the 
peppers aside and keep hot 
while you cook the halibut. 

5. Pat the halibut steaks dry 
and season with salt and 
pepper. Heat a well-seasoned 
pan over a medium-high 
heat, then add a splash of oil. 
When hot, fry the steaks for 
three minutes before turning 
over. Add the butter to the 
pan and continue frying for a 
further three minutes. 

6. Remove from the pan and 
leave to rest, covered with 
foil. Meanwhile, add the 
Padron peppers to the pan 
and saute for three minutes. 
Serve the halibut on the red 
pepper mixture with the 
Padron peppers. 



INGREDIENTS 

lOOg spinach, thick stalks removed; 
lOOg watercress sprigs; 1 whole 
garlic clove, peeled; olive oil; 

1 shallot, finely chopped; 30g 
cream cheese; 2tsp chopped dill; 
Mbsp creamed horseradish; 

300g puff pastry, thawed if frozen; 
plain white flour for dusting; 

2 salmon fillets, about 250g each, 

1 free-range medium egg, beaten; 
sea salt and black pepper 

METHOD 

1. Rinse the spinach and 
watercress well and shake 
dry. Spear the garlic clove 
with a fork. Heat a well- 
seasoned saute or frying pan 
over a medium-high heat, 
then add a splash of oil. 

When hot, add the spinach 
and watercress, season with 
salt and toss with the garlic 
fork until the spinach is just 
wilted. Tip into a sieve and 
squeeze out the excess water, 
then transfer to a bowl. 

2. Wipe out the pan and 
reheat over a medium-high 
heat, then add another 
splash of oil. Add the shallot 
with a pinch of salt and saute 
for one minute before adding 
the spinach and watercress 


and mixing together. Remove 
the pan from the heat, 
transfer the spinach mixture 
to a bowl and leave to cool. 

3. When the spinach is cool, 
stir in the cream cheese, dill 
and horseradish, and adjust 
the seasoning, if necessary. 
Line a baking sheet with 
greaseproof paper and set 
aside. 

4. Roll out the puff pastry on 
a lightly floured surface with 
into a 30cm square, about the 
thickness of a £1 coin. Pat the 
salmon dry and season, then 
place one fillet in the centre 
of the pastry. Spread the 
salmon and watercress 
mixture over, then top with 
the remaining salmon fillet. 


5. You now want to enclose 
the fillets in pastry. Use both 
hands to carefully lift the 
pastry and fold inwards to 
meet at the top, so both ends 
just overlap. Trim off any 
excess. Brush the edges and 
press together firmly to seal. 
Brush the pastry on both 
short ends with beaten egg 
and press together. 

6. Transfer the salmon parcel 
to the prepared baking sheet, 
seam side down. Brush all 
over with the egg and chill for 
at least 20 minutes. 

Then bake at 200°C Fan/ 
220°C /Gas Mark 7 for 35 
minutes, or until golden 
brown. Rest for five minutes 
before slicing.

- now we have sprays, 
(before) there was no spray, 
you took the cap off the 
bottle and applied it 
(directly). Nowit's a spray, 
the dilution is much lighter, 
so really it doesn't matter." 

3 ASK A FRIEND FOR 
FEEDBACK 

"1 WILL put on a lot of 
perfume, but it depends on 
the person, and it depends 
on the perfume," says 
Nathalie. 

"If you have a fresh one 
you can put on a lot; if you 
have something very heavy, 
don't put on too much. 

"The problem is, when you 
are wearing your perfume, 
at the beginning it's strong 
and then you don't smell it 


at all. You have to ask to 
your friend or the people 
around you if it is not too 
much. But it's really a 
question of taste."

"1 WEAR whatever I'm 
working on, so 1 change 
each time I'm working on a 
different project.

STEPHENSON offers 
seven ways to bring f 
a touch of the region 
to your own garden 

I t's been a Mediterranean 
summer, with long, sunny 
days and hot, balmy nights 
- perfect for enjoying 
evenings in the garden. 

Those with fast-draining 
or sandy soil may be in an 
ideal spot to create their 
own Mediterranean haven, going 
with gravel, tiles or paving to make 
a courtyard-style space rather than 
focusing on a water-guzzling lawn. 

So, how can you get that 
Mediterranean feel? 

1 USE TERRACOTTA PLANTERS 

Think bright pink or red trailing 
geraniums 
tumbling over old 
terracotta or stone 
pots, or if you have 
limited space, 
attach some smaller 
terracotta planters 
to a south-facing 
wall and fill them 
with trailing 
drought-lovers 
which won't need 
endless watering. 

Alternatively, 
make a feature out 
of huge Grecian 


urns strategically placed in borders or 
as stand-alone features at the end of 
walkways or in the centre of small 
courtyards. 

Permanent planters in the 
Mediterranean garden can also save 
you time, whether it be agapanthus or 
hardy evergreen herbs. 

If you situate them on gravel, 
plunge the base of each container a 
few centimetres into the gravel, which 
will encourage plants to root through 
into the soil underneath as well as 
keeping your pot stable. 

If you have space - and somewhere 
to house them in winter, such as a 
conservatory - consider growing a pot 
of citrus such as lemons, to add a 
Mediterranean feel and scent. 


You can grow dazzling 
bougainvillea in containers and bring 
it outside every summer, from early 
June to late September, then move it 
to a frost-free conservatory for winter. 

2 CONSIDER GRAVEL OR COOL TILES 

Gravel gardens are commonplace 
in the Mediterranean and in this 
country the gravel surface acts as a 
permanent mulch which will help 
prevent seed seedlings and conserves 
moisture. 

Choose a sunny, sheltered spot and 
prepare the soil, raking it level and 
then spreading 5cm (2in) gravel over 
the surface. 

Plant sparingly - don't smother the 
gravel surface with plants. They can

be placed here and there and perhaps 
embellished with stone or terracotta 
planters or an old wooden or stone 
bench. 

Avoid bedding plants which are too 
thirsty. Instead, grow exotic-looking 
shrubs such as phormium and olearia 
or grasses with silvery leaves, as well 
as ground cover such as sedum and 
thyme. 

3 INCORPORATE WATER 

Water creates cool relief in hot 
countries and can be used not 
only to provide movement, but also 
reflective value. Stone fountains are a 
big feature of many Mediterranean 
gardens but at home, consider your 
surroundings. 

If you have plenty of room, 
you might go for an ornate 
tiered structure, providing a 
cool cascade of water which you 
can run your hands through. 

With less space you might go 
for still water in a terracotta 
storage jar or a lined stone 
trough. 

4 CREATE SHADE 

Any Mediterranean garden 
worth its salt should offer 
shade during the heat of the 
day. Consider how you are 
going to achieve that naturally. 

Perhaps grow climbers that 
love heat, such as grapevine 
and trumpet vine, over a 
pergola with traditional seating 
underneath. 

5 USE DROUGHT-TOLERANT 
PLANTS

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ROAD TEST: Audi RS 5 Coupe Carbon Edition by Maxine Ashford 



M y drive in and Audi RS 5 was going 
oh-so-well until I got into one of 
those totally unprovoked ‘my- 
one’s-faster-than-yours’ debates 
at the local supermarket. There I 
was happily minding my own business when 
a fellow shopper approached with his young 
son who had taken quite a shine to my RS 5 
Coupe in Sonoma Green colour. 

We chatted for a couple of minutes and I 
explained to the youngster that he would 
have to save all his pocket money as the car 
was priced at £81,000-plus. 

Then I heard him. From a neighbouring 
parking bay came this bullish voice claiming: 
“I bet it’s not as fast as mine.” 

The voice came from a man in his fifties 
who had just parked his BMW 4 Series M 
Sport. And so, like a red rag to a bull, I was 
hooked. 

“Oh, I don’t think it is,” I claimed “How 
fast is your 0 to 62mph sprint time?” I asked. 
The reply was 5.9 seconds and then the 
smug look on my face must have really dealt 
the bitterest blow as I proudly claimed: “Mm 
- this is 3.9 seconds.” 

In fairness, that’s not the usual sort of 
discussion I hanker for but the Audi RS 5 is 
no ordinary car and during the seven days I 
was out and about, I was greeted with all 
manner of complements about its colour, 
styling, sound and all-round appeal. 

And it was certainly worthy of such praise 
because the all-new RS 5 Coupe is faster, 
lighter, larger, more efficient and generally 
better all-round than the model it replaced. 


The thirsty 4.2-litre eight-cylinder engine 
has been replaced by a more frugal and 
perfectly tuned 2.9-litre twin turbocharged 
petrol unit that develops 450ps and 600Nm 
of torque. And it’s mated to a faster eight- 
speed automatic gearbox. 

It looks amazing from any angle thanks to 
its sleek, yet muscular two-door coupe 
styling, sweeping light clusters, RS sport 
e^iiaust system, 20-inch alloys and red brake 
calipers. 

Our range-topping Carbon Edition model 
added a carbon roof and engine cover along 
with several carbon inlays inside the car. 

Priced at £76,115 (£81,885 with options), it 
can power to 62mph from a standing start in 
3.9 seconds, maxes out at an electrically- 
limited I55mph (it can be increased to 
I74mph as an option) and, according to 
official figures, delivers combined fuel 
economy of 32.5mpg with carbon emissions 
of I97g/km. 

The interior is beautifully designed 
incorporating fine Nappa leather seats with 
a honeycomb quilted design and contrast 
stitching. They can be electrically-adjusted, 
heated, offer massaging function and they 
are bolstered to keep you snuggly supported. 

The RS 5 Coupe is generously equipped 
with the likes of a centrally-mounted 8.3- 
inch display screen and menus are accessed 
via a did positioned between the front seats. 

Techno treats are plentiful and include a 
head-up display, full smartphone 
connectivity via Apple CarPlay and Android 
Auto, high-speed 4G internet access, plus a 


premium sat nav system. 

For an additional £1,295 you get a Comfort 
and Sound Pack that introduces a 19- 
speaker Bang & Olufsen 3D sound system, 
rear-view camera and electric hands-free 
boot opening. 

The Audi Virtual Cockpit can be 
customised according to taste and displays 
all manner of information such as speed, 
revs, fuel levels, maps, navigation directions, 
music, phone contacts and a trio of dials not 
usually seen that offered torque, power and 
G meter levels. 

When it comes to performance, the Audi 
RS 5 Coupe is a true thrill-seekers delight. 

It offers blisteringly quick acceleration 
through the auto transmission with paddle 
shifts if you fancy taking over. 

There are driving modes called Comfort, 
Auto, Dynamic and Individual - Dynamic is 
not for the faint hearted and could see you 
wiped off your neighbours’ Christmas card 
fists if your working hours are slightly 
unsociable. 

That’s because the car has a soundtrack to 
match its performance as it pops, fizzes and 
crackles away. 

In Comfort mode, it’s quite composed and 
even refined in its behaviour, but unleash 
the hooligan nature in Dynamic and 
everything sharpens up from the throttle, 
brakes, steering and suspension. 

The road holding is ultra grippy and there 
is no sign of any body sway even when 
powered enthusiastically into bends. This is 
a car that keeps is composure when you may 


be losing yours! 

If you stop long enough to pick up 
passengers, then there is enough room in 
the back for a couple of adults, but leg and 
head room can be a little tight. But it’s a 
perfect car for a weekend break with a boot 
capacity of 465 litres that can be increased 
further with the split-folding rear seats 
dropped down. 

Audi has packed the car with safety kit 
including the impressive Matrix LED 
headlights. These lamps produce a light that 
is similar in colour to daylight. By using 
sensors along with an in-built camera, other 
vehicles are detected and the fights are 
dipped accordingly to avoid dazzling drivers. 

All in all, the Audi RS Coupe is a fantastic 
piece of kit. It drives as good as it looks and 
has matching acoustics. 

But, one word of warning, keep your 
performance stats to hand just in case you’re 
challenged by someone in a Beemer!

K ia’s Soul is the 

embodiment of its 
UK crossover range. 
It was thought 
quirky when it 
came to market a few years 
ago but the practical shape 
soon found favour and it has 
been consistently reworked 
to keep it up to date. 

The Carens, Sportage and 
Sorento fill needs for MPV 
and SUV buyers while the 
Soul simply offers a cheaper 
way into moving people or 
goods and its one of the few 
cars in its class which comes 
with petrol or diesel engines, 
sporting and even electric 
power. 

Revised again recently, the 
Soul range now consists of 
seven models from £14,310 
to £23,565 each in standard, 
premium or two-tone paint 
and trim versions. The EV 
versions with two power 
outputs cost about £30,000 
and £30,500. 

We tried the best selling 
130ps 1.6 petrol in mid¬ 
range level 2 trim and its 
immediately impressive with 
its access and room for four 
or five. 

The squared tail means 
the loadspace is good for 
bulky items and it has a 
good standard minimum 
bootspace which triples 
when the seats are folded 
away and that’s very quick 
and easy to do. 

For the driver, the higher 


than usual seating position 
gives a good view of the road 
and with its low waistline 
and deep windows, bright 
lights and effective wipers 
both ends you can see 
clearly at all times, helped 
by sensors. 

The 1.6-litre engine gives 
reasonable power to move 
four people and it pulls 
steadily but you know it’s 
working hard by the engine 
note when its trying in the 
intermediate gears. 

The emissions are on the 
wrong side of the new BIK 
limits however and you pay 
a lot in road and other taxes 
as a result when compared 
with cleaner engines. 

The gearchange is good, a 
light clutch and direct 
selection mean its no 
hardship in town while the 
steering needs no effort to 
park and the brakes are 
good at hauling down speed 
or holding on a steep hill. 

Secondary controls clearly 
display their purpose and 
are positioned for ease of 
use with big instruments 
and a good infotainment 
screen to select what you 
need to know or enjoy. 

Heating and ventilation 
worked well on some 
unexpectedly warm days 
and chilly nights with good 
selection, output and 
directional control, backed 
with powered windows.

Seats upfront are very 
adjustable and wrap around 
occupants with good 
support but the rear bench 
is flatter and the backrests 
may be too short for some to 
be comfortable on a long 
run. 

There is a tendency for the 
Soul to roll around corners 
at speed and it also 
displayed its desire to run 
wide if very the bend was 
tight. 

Easing off the throttle 
immediately and 
undramatically brought it 
back onto course. 

Ride quality was good, if 
noisy, and it soaked up 
bumps without troubling 
occupants too much. 

In performance terms it 
was respectable but not 
quick off the mark, it liked to 
be stirred along through the 
gears and it was quite long- 
legged in its nature, which 
helped us get an easy 40mpg 
overall and just a shade 
below the official combined 
figure in the mid-40s. 

On main roads and 
motorways, the Kia Soul 
really settled down to the 
job in hand, covering 
distance steadily, smoothly 
and without any fuss 
whatsoever.

And 
there’s an abundance of on-board 
techno treats to explore, such as 
Lull Link technology complete with 
Apple CarPlay and Android Auto to 
connect a smartphone and an 
eight-inch touchscreen. 

There’s sat nav, a rear-view 
camera, leather upholstery. 


ambient lighting, tinted windows, 
along with chrome trim on the roof 
rails, tailpipes and window 
surrounds. Our car featured an 
Xcellence Pack costing £1,270 that 
added a top view camera, park 
assist and an electric tailgate. 

When it comes to performance, 
the Ateca can hold its head high in 
the SUV sector. SEAT has a well- 
deserved reputation for being the 
brand within the VW Group that 
excels when it comes to 
performance and the Ateca is 
another perfect example of that. 
The acceleration through the gears 
is nicely responsive and there is 
ample power on tap to overtake at 
short notice. 

The road holding is confident 
and assured meaning bends can be 
attacked at pace, and despite its 
SUV-styling there’s little sign of any 
body roll into tight bends or 
corners. 

The ride is quite firm with only 
the most severe potholes sending 
you off track and the cabin is well 
insulated against any road surface, 
wind or engine noise. 

The driver can select from 
different driving modes called Eco, 


Normal, Sport and Individual that 
alter the way the car handles and 
the steering is nice and precise. 

The elevated driving position 
results in excellent all-round 
visibility and this is yet another 
plus factor for a model that will 
often by utilised on the school run 
with cars, children and cyclists 
darting out from all angles. 

Being an SUV, the Ateca needs to 
be a practical car and it is. There is 
room in the back for two adults 
(three at a squeeze) and there is 
lots of storage space too. 

The boot has a capacity of 510 
litres that is increased to 1,604 
litres with the rear seats dropped 
fiat and elsewhere there are ample 
cubby holes to hide away bits and 
pieces from view. 

The SEAT scored highly when it 
was tested for its Euro NCAP safety 
rating achieving the maximum five 
stars. 

All in all, the SEAT Ateca seems 
to be the complete package 
delivering on style, price, 
performance, safety, practicality 
and comfort. It just goes to show 
some things in life are worth 
waiting for.

Looking at the uncompromising 
exterior, it would be no surprise to 
find a cabin focused more on 
practicality than comfort. 

But the Fullback is a fully paid-up 
member of the lifestyle trucks brigade 
- so the interior of the double cab is 
pretty plush. It is also spacious and 
airy with comfortable seats and plenty 
of leg and head room for all. Cubby 
holes are surprisingly limited but 
there is a storage compartment 
between the front seats as well as 
door bins and a glovebox. 

The great thing about driving a 
pick-up is the rest of the motoring 
world tends to give you plenty of 
respect and room to manoeuvre. That 
coupled with a go-anywhere 
mentality, brings a touch of adventure 
to the most mundane of journeys. 

The 2.4-litre engine, linked to a five- 
speed automatic gearbox, is smoother 
and more refined than you expect and 
also pleasingly easy on the fuel gauge. 

There are two power options, 
148bhp or the 178bhp I drove which 
delivers around 35mpg and emissions 
of 196g/km. This four-cylinder unit is 


more than capable of handling the 
hard-top flat bed’s considerable load 
capacity - which is a top attraction for 
families with bikes or surf boards to 
transport. 

While the steering isn’t the sharpest 
in the world, it is well-weighted and at 
the end of the day this is a pick-up, 
not a sports car. 

Corners are negotiated without fuss, 
while the Super Select 4x4 system 
gives plenty of grip with the choice of 
two or four-wheel drive on tarmac 
plus an off-road option. 

The pain of parking such a big 
vehicle is removed thanks to a rear 
view camera and parking sensors. 

You would expect this beast to take 
the many humps and hollows littering 
our roads in its stride and this the 
Fullback does indeed do, although the 
ride can be a bit bouncy. 

A price-tag just north of £30,000 is 
competitive, especially as the LX 
model includes a raft of goodies such 
as a 7.1-inch colour touchscreen - 
offering access to sat nav and DAB 
radio - as well as air con, dual-zone 
climate control and automatic lights 
and wipers. 

If you’re looking for a pick-up then 
this is one Fullback you may want to 
sign.
